Ford, Carter Conclude 


Race Too Close to Call 


NEW YORE, Nov. 1 (IHT).— 
President Ford and Jimmy Carter 
were Winding up their campaigns 
tonight barely 100 miles apart in 
the President's home state of 
Michigan. And if the poll-takers 
and pundits are right, the candi- 
dates will reach Election Day to~ 
morrow nearly in 2 dead heat. 

‘Too close to call is the forecast 
coming from most quarters in the 
hours before Americans go to the 
polls in the presidential election. 

In his final day’ of campaign- 
ing for the office he now holds 
through appointment. the Repub- 
lican President was in Ohio and 
planned to go on to Michizan for 
closing rally in his home base, 
Grand Rapids. 

His Democratic challenger cam- 
paigned in California and then 
planned to wind up his two-year 
quest for the presidency with a 
rally in Flint, Mich. before flying 
to his Georgia home. 

The Michigan stop was inserted 
in Mr. Carter's schedule at the 
last minute, an indication that 
the candidate believes he still has 
a chance to carry Mr. Ford's 
state, with its 21 electoral votes. 

Lead in Electoral Votes 

A 50-state electoral vote survey 
bv The New York Times showed 
states with 222 electoral votes 
solid for or leaning to Mr. Carter, 
states with 198 electoral votes 
solid for or leaning to Mr. Ford, 
and states with 118 electoral votes 
rated even. 

‘With 270 electoral votes required 
for a majority, the outcome could 
be decided by this final day of 
stumping, tonight's television 
appeals and the relutive success 
of the ὑπο nominees in getting 
their backers to the polls, 

Mr. Ford and Mr. Carter have 
purchased time on each of the 
three major television networks 
tonight for final appeals to the 
electorate. 

Final polls showed croascurrents 
af work in the electorate, with 
Mr. Ford surging in Texas and 
New Jersey and falling back in 
Michigan and Ohio. But the 
overall movement was toward the 
President, who began the cam- 
psign with very slim prospects. 

Potiticians reported unusual 
volatility im the electorate, with 
Many voters undecided and many 
more unenthusiastic im their pref- 
erences. In a number of states, 
including Michigan and Colorado, 
the number of undecided voters 
appeared to be inereasing, a 
highly unusual development that 
suggested the possibility of sur- 
prise results, 

The New York Times survey 
cited six even states—Connecticut, 
Iowa, Mississippi, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma and South Dakota, 
which have 39 electoral votes 
among them. Assuming roughly 
gn even split, Mr. Carter would 
have 241 votes, 29 short of a 
majorty, and Mr. Ford would 
have 218, 52 short of a majority, 
if the “solid” and “leaning to” 
states followed projections. 

In that situation. The Times 
said. each man would heed to 
win two of the three big states 
considered foo close to call— 


U.K. Bookmaker 
Now Makes Ford 


Favorite to Win 


LONDON, Nov. 1 (AP),—Last- 

minute election bets have poured 
in favoring President Ford to re- 
tain the presidency, Ladbroke's, 
one of Britain's top bookmakers, 
said today. 
Ladbroke's said that Mr. Ford 
went from odds against, through 
even money and then to favorite 
“in 8 few hours.” 

“We took in £80,000 ($128,000) 
today on Ford to win and not 2 
penny on Jimmy Carter,” said 
Pon Pollard, Ladbroke's director. 

My, Pollard said: “Support for 
Ford ts spiraling. I have never 
known such a turnaround in 123 
years of taking political bets.” 

‘Today, Ladbrote’s made Mr. 
Ford favorite at 4 to 5, meaning 
3. bet of 5 can win 4 Mr. Carter 
was at even money, meaning a 
bettor would win the same amount 
as he staked if Mr. Carter is 
elected. 

Witlam Hill, another big firm, 
said that they made Mr, Ford 
even money today after taking 
in £25,000 and “nothing on Car- 
ter.”

his drive.

Reossuring European Allies 


U.S. to Give New F-16 Fighter 
Capability as Nuclear Carrier 


By John W. Finney 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (N¥T). 
—The Defense Department has 
decided to give the new F-16 
fighter a nuclear capability, part- 
Jy to reassure the European allies 
that the United States will have 
a continuing ability to wage a 
tactical nuclear war in Europe. 

Officials of both the Defense 
and State Departments acknowl- 
edge that there was considerable 
concern among the European al- 
re about the future nuclear war 

fighting capability of the United 
States as it shifts to a new gen- 
eration of fighters to replace the 
F-4 fighter-bomber. 

For nearly 15 years the P-4 has 
been the workhorse of the Air 
Force as both a fighter and 2 
bomber, and in Europe it has 
been the principal vehicle for 
tactical nuclear weapons. 

The F-4 is being replaced by 
more specialized planes that will 
not have its nuclear weapons 
capability, such as the F-15, 
which is designed as an air- 
superiority fighter; the F-16, 
which started off as ἃ highly 
maneuverable, relatively }ow-cost 
dogfighter, and the A-10, which 
Is designed for close support of 
ground troops. 

τ ‘Qyick Reaction’ 

The Defense Department an- 
nounced Jast week that the first 
wing of 72 F-15 fighters would 
go to Europe next spring, dis- 
placing Ἐπ4 fighter-bombers at 
the Bitburg air base in the north- 
western part of West Germany. 
In the past Bitburg has been 
one of the bases where the F-4s 
have been on “quick reaction 
alert.” ready to deliver 2:omic 
bombs on a few minutes’ nolier. 

Tt was no coincidence. officials 
said, that ab the same time the 
Defense Department announced 


it was sending a second wing of 
F-llis—a tactical bomber more 
versatile than the F-4 for deliver- 
ing atomic weapons—to Britain. 

The purpose, officials explain- 
ed, was to reassure the European 
allies—as well as give 2 signal 
to the Soviet Union—that even 
though the F-4s were being re- 
Placed, the Uniled States was 
not reducing its ability to deliver 
atomic weapons into Eastern Bu- 
rope and the western part of the 
Soviet Union. 

Over the next five or so years, 
however, the F-4 will be retired 
from active service, leaving a 
potential gap in the inventory 
of aircraft for delivering nuclear 
weapons, 

To fil the gap. Officizls said, 
the Defense Department nas de~ 
cided to make some changes in

NEw YORE (NYT)—Acne us a 

malevolent disease that can 
scar—both physically and emo- 
tionally--the waning years of 
childhood. Yet it is often trivial- 


“Gzed. Adults manage to screen off 


the pain of. their own teen-age 
years, so that the self-disdain 
that was rampant then emerges 
now only as 8 certain repugnance 
associated with the word, acne. 
and occasional scornful references 
to “pimple-faced kids.” But to be 
of any assistance to children with 
acne, a parent has to be both 
understanding of how disturbing 


_ the disease can he and it's also 


helpful to be aware of new think- 
ing. that debunks a lot of the old 


“myths about such things as diet 


and faceé-washing.. 


‘Talking about how emotionally 
painful acne often is. Dr. Arnold 
Rachman, a psychologist who 
works with teen-agers, described 
it as “a dramatic symptom of the 
body, identity crisis that adoles- 
cents go through—they're in a 
container that seems to be out 
of whack.” 


He said parents could aid 
youngsters having a hard time of 
it by sharing with them in con- 
versation what has already been 
shared with them genetically— 
acne is believed to have a hered- 
itary link—and telk about those 
‘uncomfortable memories, 

Another move he supports is 
taking the child to a dermatol- 
ogist. Dr. Rachman asserts that 
taking a child for treatment will 
at least show the child that the 
parents are working on his side.

Moreover, it appears that der- 
matologists truly can be helpful, 
using treatments that were either 
unknown or rare in the teen-age 
years of today's parents. Derma- 
tologists say that they can re- 
duce the disease in most cases

And if a young- 
ster comes to Dr. Nancy Esteriy, 
director of pediatric dermatology 
at Michael Reese Hospital in 
Chicago, determined never to 
drink another cola. that's fine 
with her, 

But. she said. “I don't think 
it's fair to prohibis children 
from eating what they want to 
without solid evidence that 1 
does the damage. and so far 
there's no evidence that shows 
such things as chocolate bars 
cause acne.” 

Nor, according to the derma- 
tologists, do emotional problems 
—except that a youngster who is 
tepse about his face may press 
it and pick at it all the time, 
which could spread the irritation. 

Dirt does not cause acne either. 
Tt does not even cause blackheads 
to be black; that seems to be 
more a reaction to exposure to 
the air than anything else. 

Continuous washing—more than 
the recommended two times a 
day—can, in fact, do more harm 
than good since it irritates the 
already assaulted face. 

Harmmfal Creams 

Greasy preparations. the der- 
matologists say, such as some 
cosmetics and cleansing creams. 
can be harmful in that they 
would accelerate the plugging of 
the pores.

Of all the Issues the next U.S. president 
will face. none are more critical than those 
ἢ the nuclear field, eivilfan and military, 
for they can mean life or death for the 
nation—and for all civilization. The policies 
Sinmy Carter and President Ford promise 
fm this area diverge sharply at a number 
of points. 

Οἱ halting the nuclear arms race with 
the Soviet Union, while assuring an adequate 
defense. both candidates have committed 
themselves to “essential equivalents” with 
the Soviet Union and rapid conclusion of 
the SALT-2 negotiations, which have been 
90 per cent completed by Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger on the basis of the Ford- 
Brezhnev Viadivostok agreement. 

qt is on the longer-range perspective in 
strategic arms—which might be touched on 
in the SALT-2 treaty, but is more likely to 
be addressed seriously in SALT-3, that 
Jimmy Carter has differed sharply with the 
administration on a fundamental issue and 
has made e major new proposal. 

The administration programs to develop 
bigger. highly accurate intercontinental! bal- 
Ustic missiles often are minimized as “bar- 
gaining chips” for the SALT talks. But, as 
experience shows, they are less likely to be 
bargained away than to become imbedded 
im the force structures of both sides. We 
support Mr. Carter’s proposal to seek agree- 
ment with the Sovlet Union on “a quick 
freeze” on qualitative improvements in 
strategic weapons and on such quantitative 
elements as numbers of atomic missiles and 
warheads and total throw-welght, 

A freeze or, at least, a slowdown in quan- 
titative and qualitative tmprovements in 
strategic weapons is the essential first step 
toward significant reductions in the high 
Himit put on the arms race in the Vladivostok 
agreement. If the huge and expensive 
buildup on both sides permitted under the 
Viadivostok ceilings is complete, it will be 
infinitely more difficult to negotiate reduc- 
tions. 

The dangers of “vertical” proliferation of 
nuclear weapons in the mounting Soviet- 
U.S. forces 15 exceeded only by the risks of 
“horizontal” proliferation, now that 28 or 
_ more countries have or are building nuclear 
power reactors, which also can produce the 


can be made so easily thet almoct any gow 
ernment, guerrilla force. terrorist group and 
even the Mafis could do 50. once the far 
more difficult step of separating the pluto- 
nium from highly radioactive reactor wastes 
bas been accomplished In a nuclear repro- 
cessing plant. 

Mr. Carter has put forward a compre- 
hensive plan to get the proliferation problem 
under control and avoid a premature “plu- 
tontum economy” that would pot Third 
World countries alone in possession of 
enough nuclear explosives annually to make 
3,000 bombs a year in the 1980s. 

President Fords most critical anti- 
proliferation decisions are to seek a world- 
wide, three-year moratorium on the export 
of plutonium reprocessing technology and— 
far more important—to defer commercial 
plutonium reprocessing in the United States 
pending further “evaluation.” 

The administration’s new anti-proliferation 
strategy sbates that the aroldance of prolif- 
eration henceforth “must take precedence 
over economic and energy benefits.” It tells 
the world that “reprocessing should not 
proceed tnless there is zound reason to 
conclude that the world comminnity ean 
effectively overcome the associated risks of 
proliferation”—samething many experts con- 
sider a virtvally insoluble problem.

There are two other important Carter 
proposals—ignored by Mr. Ford—that we 
support, One is to seek a five-year Soviet- 
U.S. moratortam on 211 nuclear explosions, 
Including so-calied peaceful devices, pending 
negotiation οὗ a workiwide eomprehensive 
test ban treaty. The other proposal is to 
inerease non-nuclear priorities for US. 
energy research and development funds, 
two-thirds of which now are committed to 
nuclear power, with emphasis on speeding 
a commercial breeder reactor by the 1990s 
that would use plutonium ss 8 fuel and 
cover the globe with plutonium stockpiles.

booming in the Soviet Union, 
relatively speaking. 

More than 3,000 Olympic-class 
sailboats are in the country, ac- 
eording to the Soviet Sporis 
Committee, and more than 30,000 
sailors, In 1953 there were only 
11 hosts. 

The 10-to-1 ratio of sailors to 
boats tells a good deal about 
sailing in Socialist seas, Virtual- 
ly no one owns ἃ sailboat, pri- 
marDy because of the expense. 
A 21-foot sloop costs 5,000 rubles 
($6,500) homemade, which is 
three times an engineer's annual 
salary and four times a doc- 
tor’s.
